Pat’s coaching career began in 1978 at Loyola High School. He coached Leo’s Boys Bantam Football 
Club in 1979 before taking a two year coaching hiatus. Sheahan hooked up with the Montreal Junior 
Concordes in 1982 and helped guide the team to a Little Grey Cup berth in 1982. 

A graduate of Brockville Collegiate High School where he quarterbacked the Rams to league playoffs, 
Pat entered Concordia in 1975. A versatile player, Pat was switched to tight end and eventually earned 
all-star honours at tackle. 

Sheahan was signed by the Edmonton Eskimos in both 1980 and 1981. He completed a Diploma in 
Sports Administration from Concordia University in 1981 after graduating with a Bachelor of Science 
(Cum Laude) in 1978. Pat is director of the Concordia Summer Sports Camp and resides in Kirkland with 
wife Lee and children Ryan, Erin and Devan.

The Concordia football programme and its predecessor Loyola 
have produced some outstanding student-athletes who continue to bring 
honour to Concordia through their achievements whether it's on the 
gridiron, in the business world, in academics or as leading citizens in 
their community. Their list includes Dr. Bob Broderick, team doctor of 
the Montreal Expos, Peter Howlett, a noted Montreal businessman who 
is actively involved with community work, and Frank Shaughnessy Jr. an 
outstanding athlete who also helped the U.S. hockey team to a silver 
medal in the '36 Olympics. 


Brian Marcil, a Loyola graduate who captained the 1969 squad, 
was named to the All-Canadian team en route to being drafted by the 
C.F.L.'s Montreal Alouettes. After a season with the Als Brian was 
traded to the Calgary Stampeders where he spent four years. The 
highlight of his professional career came in 1971 when he helped the 
Stampeders to a Grey Cup victory. 


Larry Titley is another former Loyola player who has enjoyed 
success in the C.F.L. The 6'2", 220 Ib offensive lineman enrolled in 
Loyola College in 1972 and graduated from Concordia in 1975 with a 
Bachelor of Economics. Drafted by Calgary, Larry spent four years with 
the Stampeders before finishing his career with the Ottawa Rough 
Riders. 


Paul Vajda, offensive tackle for the Saskatchewan Roughriders, 
had an outstanding university career in which he was named All- 
Canadian (1989), the Ontario-Quebec Intercollegiate Football 
Conference Lineman of the Year (1985) and selected to participate in 
the prestigious East-West Shrine Bowl in Palo Alto, California. He 
continues to shine in the C.F.L. and was named the Roughriders’ Rookie 
of the Year in 1992. 


Nick Benjamin made Concordia history in 1985 when he 
became the first overall draft pick for the C.F.L. Ottawa Rough Riders. 
The former two-time All-Canadian justified the selection by being named 
the Eastern Conference Rookie Year. Nick was traded to the Winnipeg 
Blue Bombers where he continues to be a mainstay on their offensive 
line.

The appointment of Gerry McGrath as offensive coordinator of the Concordia Stingers was another step in the team’s development under head coach Pat

Georges Philias Vanier 
(1888-1967) 


The son of a French-speaking father and an Irish mother, 
Georges Vanier was educated at Loyola College in Montreal and 
Université Laval (BA 1906, LL.B 1911) and was called to the 
Quebec Bar in 1911. He never really took to law and when the 
First World War broke out he was active in raising the first French- 
Canadian regiment - the famous ‘Van Doos,’ officially know as the 
22e Battalion Canadien Frangais. He served with them in France 
from 1915, winning the D.S.O. and the Military Cross with bar for 
conspicuous gallantry, losing a leg after leading his battalion in the 
last victorious offensive. Shortly after his return to Canada and his 
appointment as second in command at the Citadel in Quebec City, 
he married Pauline Archer, daughter of Mr. Justice Charles George Vanier with the 1906 Loyola graduating class. (bottom left) 
Archer. They had four sons and one daughter. After two years as 
commanding officer of the Citadel he represented Canada on the diplomatic front in London and Geneva, culminating in his 
appointment as Canadian Minister to France, a position he held until France’s wartime demise. Promoted to major-general in 
1943, he returned to Paris a year later with the rank of ambassador and held that appointment until his retirement in 1953. 


Upon his return to Canada he became a director of a number of Canadian companies. However, his resumption of 
service to his country was announced by the Queen in Halifax at the end of her 1959 Canadian tour - Vanier would become 
the first French-speaking Governor General of Canada. He took office on September 15, 1959 and held the post until his 
death in Ottawa on March 5, 1967, acquitting himself with immense dignity and devotion. He never ceased to plead the 
cause of Canadian unity and when he died, the truth of Lester Pearson’s succinct eulogy - ‘he was a very great man’ - was 
confirmed by the tributes paid to his memory by thousands of his fellow countrymen.
